Mr. Blake of Swanzey offered the following resolution: 
Resolved, That all votes to investigate any person or business 
of the county be laid on the table for at least six days before 
action is taken by the delegation. Resolution did not pass 
9 to 8.

TO THE 1947-1948 COUNTY DELEGATION 


The 1945 Cheshire County Delegation voted to have the 
Long Range Committee investigate the feasibility in the 
matter of moving the Sheriff’s Department two-way radio 
antennae, transmitter and receiver to a higher location and 
to ascertain the costs of same. 


The report of the Committee is herewith submitted: At 
the present time the elevation is 900 feet. This altitude is 
high enough so that the two-way radio system, which is now 
in use at the Sheriff’s Office, will cover Keene, Marlboro, 
Swanzey, Sullivan, Roxbury and half of Troy. It will not cover 
the remaining towns in the County, 


At the present time the City of Keene ownes the trans- 
mitter and the receiver which is used at the present location 
and the County of Cheshire ownes the antennae and the rest 
of the installation on Concord Hill. The City of Keene and the 
Sheriff’s Department use this station jointly. 

In July of 1945 the City of Keene and the County of 
Cheshire received notice from the F.C.C. that they were 
operating illegally, in that it was not permitted for two depart- 
ments to use the same transmitter. They were, therefore, 
operating illegally in that the leense for the station was 
issued to the City of Keene and not to the County of Cheshire. 
The notice from the F.C.C. further stated that services to the 
County of Cheshire from this radio station must be terminated 
within thirty days. 

At this time temporary arrangements were made to use 
this station until a license could be obtained from the F.C.C. 
for a separate station for the County of Cheshire but to date 
the County of Cheshire and the City of Keene are still operating 
jointly. 
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On November 20, 1945 the F.C.C. issued a permit to the 
County of Cheshire to operate its own station separately from 
the City of Keene but due to the lack of sufficient funds 
they were unable to set up a station and are still operating 
jointly. 

Due to the fact that this present location is not high 
enough to cover all of the towns in the County and also due 
to the facet that it is prohibitive to operate one station from two 
central points, it is reeommended by this committee that the 
County purchase its own transmitter and receiver and at the 
same time change to a higher elevation and operate its own 


station. The expense involved would be approximately 
$1,500.00. 
This committee recommends that $1,500.00 be appro- 

priated over and above the Sheriff’s budget.

To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1947. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Clerk of Court, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the 
House of Correction, Physician and County Auditors. 


The year of 1947 has been one of the most trying years 
ever encountered. With the advance by leaps and bounds of 
cost of equipment, labor and materials, it has been impossible 
to keep some of the expenditures within the budget. However 
the gross expenditures less the extra amount of receipts re- 
ceived, have not exceeded the gross budget for 1947. 

The County Farm receipts are $26,351.56 for 1947 against 
$22,148.70 for 1946, a gain of $4,202.86 to offset a part of 
the deficit against the Farm. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ned Sanborn, Superintendent and Matron 
at Maplewood Home, have done an excellent job as managers. 
The inmates have the best of care and are contented. 

We wish to congratulate County Solicitor Lichman for 
the able manner in which he has conducted the legal matters 
for the County. He has cooperated in every way and has given 
advice at all time in matters concerning County affairs. 

The assistance of Mr. Dunlap, Welfare Officer, for the 
American Legion and Forty and Hight, in cases of relief for 
service men, has been most helpful. Information he has been 
able to give concerning these cases has been of great assist- 
ance for the records of the County Office. 


All types of relief have advanced considerably this year. 
The rate of Board and care of children was raised $5.00 per 
month last June. It may not be generally understood, but all 
Old Age Assistance cases lose their grant after being in the 
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County Hospital or any hospital three months and are obliged 
to be taken care of after that time by the County or town 
if they have a settlement. Old Age grants are not allowed to 
any person boarding in the County Home or any Institution. 

The cooperation of organizations and individuals has 
been greatly appreciated by the Board.
